District Hits Capacity

Why has the Bo ard o f Educatio n 
co mmissio ned a Califo rnia edu­ 
catio nal co nsulting gro up to draw 
up a master plan fo r the Dix o n 
public scho o l district? 
Why did a member o f this gro up 
Thursday night say their reco m­ 
mendatio ns to the bo ard in March 
wo uld include a new building, 
either a high scho o l o r a junio r 
high scho o l, (middle scho o l)? 
The answer to the seco nd ques­ 
tio n. is that the district’s high 
scho o l and its six elementary 
scho o ls hav e a co mbined student 
capacity o f 4,35 0, and last Sep­ 
tember, 4,348 students enro lled in 
district scho o ls. 
The answer to the first questio n 
is that the bo ard, realising it 


wo uld hav « to do so mething, 
wanted to be sure it made the 
right mo v es. 
Ov ercro wded 
Mo st critically o v ercro wded o f 
all the scho o ls is the high scho o l, 
built to acco mmo date 1,100 stu­ 
dents, it has a present enro llment 
appro aching 1,300. 
Ev ert Kincaid and Asso ciates, 
Inc., Chicago , planning co nsult­ 
ants, in 1963, made a repo rt fo r 
the Dix o n Plan Co mmissio n which 
estimated public scho o l enro ll­ 
ments in 1970 wo uld be 6,160. 
It will take fro m 216 to 261 
classro o ms to acco mmo date that 
number o f students if 25 o r 30 
students per classro o m is main­ 
tained in elementary scho o l and 
20 o r 25 students per classro o m 
in th« high scho o l. 


There are presently 175 class­ 
ro o ms in all the scho o l buildings 
in the district. 
1980 Pro jectio n 
The Kincaid repo rt also ex ­ 
tended the pro jectio n to 1980, 
when they ex pect 8,460 students 
in the scho o l sy stem and to main­ 
tain the same ratio o f pupils 
per ro o m fro m 294 to 327 class­ 
ro o ms will be required. 
The Kincaid repo rt predicted 
Dix o n’s po pulatio n wo uld increase 
at a rate o f 2.61 per cent per

Dr. Ro bert G. Lamp, Odell Mac-

spend the holiday s with her p ar­ 
ents, the William Wolfs . . . 
gradu ating from the U. of I. in 
1963. Lou ise entered the Peace 
Corps and was one of 150 mem­ 
bers sent to Liberia. 
Liberia, the oldest repu blic 
in Africa, was fou nded in 1882 by 
the Mary land Colonization So­ 
ciety . . . descendents of these 
earlier settlers are called Ameri- 
cano-Liberians . . . they are well 
edu cated and are on the top ru ng 
of the economic ladder . . . En­ 
glish is the official langu age. 
The gov ernment, 
patterned 
LOUISE WOLF 
after ou rs, has a President. Sen 
ate, and Hou se of Representativ es. . . the present President William 
Tu bman, has held the job since 19 4 4 ... Lou ise said, “all is not that 
good — all is not that bad.” in regards to what we may hear or 
read abou t the cou ntries wherein Peace Corps members are serv ­ 
ing — “it is a mix tu re of both.” . . . Corru ption, greed, and graft 
go along with the good . . . the principal of one high school was 
cau ght selling U.S. CARE packages to the open markets. 
Most of the people support themselv es agriculturally . . . 
crops include rice, coffee, cocoa, Kola nuts, bananas, sugar and 
fibers . . . their main diet consists of rice and kassav a root 
. . . chicken Is a lux ury . . . those who can afford it like a mix ­ 
ture of greens, oil, and fish serv ed ov er their rice . . . fruit is 
plentiful . . . rubber is the chief ex port . . . they annually pro­ 
duce ov er 3,000,000 tons of iron ore. rated the richest in the 
world . . . the medium of ex change is the good old American 
dollar. 
Lou ise saw most of her serv ice in the capital city of Monrov ia 
. . . her work consisted of teaching, helping in clinics for maternity 
patients — and as secretary and administrativ e assistant in a hos­ 
pital . . . the first y ear, she tau ght 27 six th-graders . . . fou nd it 
“harder to keep the attention of the stu dents in science class than in 
any other . . . Geography was their most difficu lt su bject . . . this 
past y ear, Lou ise tau ght Biology , General Science, and Health in 
a Ju nior High. 
For recreation. Peace Corps members went dancing — to the 
m0v ies — and to the beach . . . the schools sponsor many festiv al- 
ty pe activ ities . . . malaria pills kept her hale and hearty . . . 
Lou ise didn’t hav e to worry abou t snakes becau se she was told 
“snakes don’t bother twins.” 
Summing up her tv s y ears In Liberia. Louise said, “ the 
Liberians like the Peace Corps and cooperated.” — but as with 
all mankind — “ they appreciated the results of their own labor 
and did not appreciate things giv en to them” . . . “ they want 
to work; gov ernment jobs being preferred for that is where the 
money is” . . . “ life is the same routine — Just like liv ing in 
our country ” . . . “ modern housing, super-markets” . . . “ Peace 
Corps members in Liberia do not liv e in isolated v illages, en­ 
dure hardships, teach English to semi-literate nativ es, or fight 
disease” . . . “ two y ears is a long time — most rewarding to 
work with the students and the people — but glad to leav e.” 
Leav ing Liberia in Ju ly of ’65, Lou ise met her twin sister, Janet. 
*nd they tou red Eu rope . . . while in Frankfu rt, Germany , they 
▼i sited Harold Mu ehlhau sen, an ex change stu dent here du ring their 
DHS day s . . . in London they saw Linda Slothower, dau ghter of 
the Vince Slothowers — and in Birmingham, England, Lou ise v is­ 
ited with a pen-pal of her grade-school day s.

GUIDE TO STORING MEAT: 
All fresh cu t-u p meat or pou ltry 
shou ld be re-wrapped right away 
in wax ed paper, transparent wrap 
or foil. Pu t in coldest p art of 
refrigerator. If y ou are freezing 
fresh meat, re-wrap as abov e, 
then label and date the package 
and freeze. Place div iders of foil 
or wrap between frozen packages 
so they ’ll cone ap art more read­ 
ily . 
All cu red or smoked meats, 
su ch as bacon or sau sage, shou ld 
be chilled in their store wrap . . . 
and so shou ld store-frozen meats 
that y ou keep frozen. Alway s code 
raw meat that has thawed right 
away . It is likely to spoil if y ou 
try to sav e by re-freezing.
